The tlood news from all 
day more alarming than last night. 
ports over a long-distance telephone 
that the Colorado River at Austin and vl- 
cinity has risen twenty-seven feet since 
midnight. The Brazos at Waco has risen 
ten feet to-day and still rising. The Trin- 
jiy River coming up fast at Dallas and 
it ts still raining over the State. 

There have been five washouts on the 
Austin & Northwestern Railroad and tratfie 
on the line is entirely saispended, All tele- 
gtaph and telephone lines are in trouble 
because of the high water and railroad 
trains are badly delayed. 

A bulletin from Bastrop 
says: 

“The Colorado is very high, the water 
running over the railroad at Fayetteville 
and washing away much property. The Bra- 
zos River at Sealey is rising rapidly. The 
water is now running inte both waiting 
rooms of the Missour!, Kansas & Texas 
Vepat at Baatron.’’ 

This entire county is inundated. The 
Colorado River rose 11 feet in three hours 
and is still rising at the rate of three feet 
an hour. 

At Gorman the Leon River is as high as 
it was July 4, 1899, during the flood. All 
other small streams are going up rapidly. 
The Texas Central Railroad men expect 
they will be cut off between Deleon and 
Hico along the Stee! creeks. 

Belton reports the Little Brazos and afflu- 
enis very high and still rising and that 
much damage is feared. 

Temple reports that there is high water 
at Killen, on the Gulf, Colorado & Santa 
Fe Road, but Da.las is unable tu get details 
of damage in the Water Vallev section. 

The storm was the most terrific on record 
in Texas, sweeping everything before it. 
A bridge on the International & Great 
Northern, 17 miles north of here, was 
washed out, wrecking the St. Louis south- 
bound Cennon Ball train. The engine, mall 
car, one passenger coach and one sleeper 
were ditched. A number of people are re- 
as killed and burned to death, but the 
ist of casualties has not been obtained. 

The damage frown the storm to this sec- 
tion of the State will amount to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 

Another flood is feared, as the cloudburst 
is in the path of the immense flood of iast 
spring, Which wrecked so many millions 
of dollars’ worth of property 

The Austin & Northwestern Railroad, 
operating to the northwest of here, along 
the Colorado River ridge, is a serious loser 
as a result of four bridges being washed 
out and much track washed away; no 
trains are being operated to-day. 

All sections tributary to the 
River report damage to property. 

I'neonfirmed rumors say that a family of 
fix negroes, living on Shoal River, west af 
here, were drowned. 

People living in the bottoms had to leave 
thelr homes. the water having flooded them 
to the depth of three feet. 

Reports from Concho River above here. 
are that the worst storm ever known in 
that section is now raging there, attended 
by loss of life and property. All the water 
falling there wiil have to pass Austin. 

The country southwest of here was visited 
by a cloudburst last night. The Nueces 
River and other streams were converted 
into raging torrents that overflowed thou- 
fands of acres of growing crops in the va'- 
leys. The oe fone Railroad bridge 
at Loser was waened away and several 
miles of track are under water. 

Around Dallas a disastrous rainstorm hos 
prevalied tor the last three days. The 
worst results have been in Western and 
Central Western Texas. 

The town of Walter Vallev, on the Con- 
cho River, in Tom ‘(ireen County. is report- 
ed entirely swept away. The 300 inhabitanis 
fled to farm houses on the hilis and are 
safe. Considerable property losses were 
Sustained on farms and cattle ranches by 
this overflowing of the Concho. 

The Brazos, the Colorado, the Trinity and 
their branches are all rising. The railroads 
suffered a good deal by delaye, but as the 
rain has now ceasel the regular traffic is 
expected to be rerumed to-day.

Councilman Charles Kratz is plann {ng to 
proceed criminally against those who afe 
responsible for the aHeged stuffing of the 
ballot box in the Tenth Ward at the recent 
Republican primary. 

Mr. Kratz says he will push the prosecu- 
tion to the bitter end and that he is pre- 
pared to spend an unlimited amount of 
momey to secure convictions. 

For several days he has been hard at 
work gathering evidence, and has,in his 
possession 145 affidavits, sworn to by men 
who are recorded as having voted at the 
primary, each of whom declares that he did 
not vote at the primary, or if he did, he 
voted the straight delegation without 
scratching or substituting names for any of 
the names on the ticket. 

Mr. Kratz will make these 
basis prosecution. 

The 145 men who make these affidaviis are 
those who are recorded as casting the 145 
ballots upon which the name of F. W. Cle- 
ments Was seratched and the name of 
Frank Warner substituted. Clements is Mr. 
Kratz’ chief lieutenant and Warner is a 
friend of the Besches and Supply Commis- 
sioner Fred Meier.

Kratz immediately suspected 
fraud, and started to head it off. He pro- 
tes.ed agairst Warner being given the cer- 
tificate, but City Counselor Schnurmacher 
advised the Ejection Board that they 
issue the certificate to him. 

Kratz then began collecting 
with the result that the 14 men who 
recorded as voting the 145 scratched 
lots swear either thut they did not 
at all or that they voted siraight, 
scratched baliots. 

“The only conclusion,’’ said 
“is that these 145 scratched 
either stuffed into the box or regular bal- 
lots were scratched after the voters had 
depos.ted them. This is a dirty c.ass of 
politics that I won't stand for. I 
fight to the bitter end. These people begged 
me to compromise with them and I fooi- 
ishlv consented. That's what makes me 
sore. If it had been a fight, I woutdn't 
have minded so much if they stuffed 
box. They tried to throw me down in the 
matter of withdrawing delegations, by fa.l- 
ing at the last moment to keep the agree- 
ment. Then they subsiituted ther friends 
and clerk for the men whose 
accordance with law, I submit- 
the box turns up with 185 bal- 
lots in it. This in itself is evidence of 
fraud, as there was no contest and in t! 
other district only 68 baliots were cast. 
When I discovered that on 145 of these bal- 
lots, Clements’ name was scratched 
Frank Warner's name substituted, I knew 
that fraud had been committed.

“It is evident,” says this committee, “that there are many 
intelligent and thoughtful persons in the State whe firmly 
believe that the great reform of taxation lies in the ection 
of the exemption of personal property, and the arguim@wés sub- 
mitted by them in support of their position are supported by 
able reasoning.’ 

The committee further express the opinion that real estate 
owners will be benefited by the entire exemption of personal 
property. 

There is ground for this opinion, especially in large cities. 
The growth in value of franchises granted to street railway, 
gas and electric lighting company has been enormous. This 
value is, essentially, public property, but has been stupidly 
allowed to pass into private hands. To make it the special 
object of taxation is required by every consideration of rea- 
@on, right and expediency. It may well be that when these 
franchises are taxed as they should be, all classes of business 
will be benefited.

“Once, and for all, I desire to say that 
neither directly nor indirectly had I any 
connection with the assassination of Sen- 
ator Goebel. I am a citizen of this State, 
amenable to its laws. I am not a criminal, 
neither shall I ever be a fugitive from jus- 
tice. Whenever indicted, if such an out- 
rage should be committed, I shall appear 
for trial, conscious of my innocence and of 
the ultimate triumph of right and justice. 
The whole purpose of this persecution has 
been, and is, to drive me from my post of 
duty and to punish me for holding the of- 
fice to which I have fairly been elected. 
Such a surrender I have not made, nor wiil 
I make, unless the highest court of this 
land should adjudge that I do so.”

Mrs. Minnie Weber Sought to Escape 
From Her Husband. 

Mrs. Minnie Weber of 1812 South Tenth 
street jumped from the window of her home 
Fridav afternoon at 5:30 o’cloex and feil 
limp and seemingly lifeless on the sidewalk 
below. It was a fall of 18 feet, but Min- 
nie did not receive any serious injuries.

He asks the heada of departments to re- 
quire their subordinates making requisi- 
tions to ascertain the market price of the 
goods and to certify that the prices paid 
are not exorbitant. In this way the Comp- 
troller believes the responsibility for overe 
payments may be carried back to the ine 
dividual making the requisition.
